Says county report 

If part of York county amalgamated with Toronto, 
the remaining municipalities in the north would find 
a 100 percent increase in costs of county services. The 
mill rate in Newmarket to earn the 1950 county levy is 
4.47. The estimated mill rate after Toronto's proposed 
annexation took place would be 8.94, a 100 percent 
increase. Newmarket's levy would be ?35,644 instead 
of the 1950 levy of $17,825. 

The remaining 15 percent of the 
population in the present county 
wouid be left to bear the costs' of 
services which must be provided 
under existing legislation. 

The report also points out that 
70 percent of the roads under the 
Toronto and York roads com- 
mission are in the county area 
not deluded in the amalgamation 
plan.- The northern municipali- 
ties, representing only 15 percent 
of the present assessed property 
and 15 percent of the population 
would have to pay the cost of 
road construction and mainten- 
ance for 70 percent of the present 
roads. Amalgamation would re- 
quire the county to dispose of its 
recently completed county build- 
ing in Toronto and establish a 
new one in the new county.

Besides increasing the cost of 
services to a new county taking 
in the 14 northern municipalities 
and a portion of Etobicoke and 
Scarboro, Toronto's proposal 
would result in 85 percent of the 
population and property assess- 
ment value being removed from 
the county. The 85 percent is 
concentrated in the suburban 
area adjacent to Toronto which

FOR BUILDING 



A 30-name petition was pre- 
sented to Newmarket council 
Monday night to enforce build- 
ing and sanitation laws. Three 
property owners representing 
ratepayers in the former army 
camp subdivision presented the 
petition. The petition asked 

council to act on the building 
and sanitation conditions in parts 
of the subdivision. The existing 
laws lack enforcement, said a 
spokesman. 

'"The building inspector hardly 

visits the place. It seems to me 
that people can build in the area 
first and then ask for a building 
permit after their place is finish- 
ed," said one ratepayer. "People 
can build any kind of house and 
they are not stopped from living 
in trailers which have no plumb- 
ing facilities. 

'These conditions in the area 
drop the value of our property. 
We have spent a lot of money 
and time on our homes and 
properties in the camp subdivis- 
ion and we don't think it is fair 
if others don't have to abide by 
a building code," said a ratepay- 
er. 

Councillor Tom Birrell said, "I 
remember before that a delega- 
tion of 20 came up before coun- 
cil about a building code and 
nothing was ever done about it. 
I think it is about time we did 
something. If it does not affect 
the appearance of buildings, we 
need the provisions of the code 

revised." 

Councillor Charles VanZant 

said that the new building code 
for the town was near comple- 
tion. Mayor Vale promised 
some action in the subdivision. 
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Want tender bid 

Building alterations to the town hall will not be 
carried out on a cost plus ten percent arrangement. 
Tentative approval lias been given to the Newmarket 

council by the Ontario municipal board on a $65,000 
debenture by-law but the board stipulated that the 
town must acquire a firm bid on the work to be done to 
modernize the hall into a municipal building. 



Hydro seeks drHI hail 

For conversion in Aug. 

The Ontario hydro commission 
is seeking to rent the drill hall 
in the Newmarket fair grounds 
for cycle conversion purposes. 
Two representatives of the com- 
mission asked council Monday 
night to rent part of the build- 
ing and grounds for three 
months during the latter part of 
the summer starting in August. 

The building would be used as 
storage headquarters for domes- 
tic refrigeration units. During 



The municipal board's stipula- 
tion means that the town coun- 
cil must choose a contract tend- 
er. A resolution had previously 
passed through council to hire 

J. W. Bowser, Aurora contractor, 
on a cost plus ten percent basis. 
The motion subsequently drew 
considerable objection from two 
members of council and con- 
tractors in Newmarket. 

The chief arguments held that 
the cost plus basis could not 
keep the costs under $65,000. 
Contractors wanted a chance to 
bid on a call for tenders from 
the town council. 

The municipal board's tenta- 
tive decision was made after a 
meeting held by representatives 
of the board on Tuesday morn- 
ing in the council chambers. 
The purpose of the meeting was 
to hear any objections from 
ratepayers against the debenture 
by-law. Since there were no 
objections from the ratepayers, 
the board representatives said 
that they would dispense with a 
vote but that the town must ac- 
quire a firm bid. 

It had been expected that a 



number of ratepayers would be 
at the meeting to present objec- 
tions against the by-law. The 
meeting was held open for an 
hour but only one ratepayer ap-. 
peared in the last ten minutes 
and he had no objections. A 
vote of the ratepayers was dis- 
pensed with under section 70 of 
the municipal act. 

"There is some controversy 
about the location of the fire 
and police headquarters," said 
councillor Tom Birrell. We 
want it as a south wing on the 
town hall. Others want it in a 
separate building. 1 assume we 
will have to make application for 
that expenditure to the muni- 
cipal board later," he said. 

"I think the additional build- 
ing will be a matter for the pub- 
lic to decide," said the town soli- 
citor, K. M. R. Stiver.

Shall the townsfolk ever forget 
the old market house with its 
several sets of weighing scales, 
the long tables or counters, and 
all the grand old-timers who 
used to come week after week, 
storm or sunshine, to bring in 
our daily needs of butter and 
eggs, fowl, vegetables and fruit 
in season. Once a week the old 
town used to hum on a Saturday 
morning, as soon as market was 
"over" the farmers flocked to 
the stores along Main St. to get 
their needs supplied. 
Square Full of Wagons 

I've seen the market square 
full of wagons, the horses hav- 
ing been left at the hotel shcc'K 
to be fed, wagons full of pro- 
duce, too bulky to take indoors. 
There were Toronto buyers by 
the dozen trying to get abend of 
each other, even running out to 
meet newcomers as they drove 
in, offering to buy all they had— 
at — Oct me whisper) — quite a 
much lower price than had been 
established earlier. 

Do you know, I have some- 
times wondered if they were 
partly responsible for the decline 
of our market, for the towns- 
people became pretty weary of 
having to pay several cents 
extra for everything the buyers 
condescended to leave. You see 
quite often the buyer refused to 
take any of a person's produce 
unless they sold it all to them, 
and at their price! 

The market has gradually 
dwindled till, on an ordinary 
market day, only a handful of 
salesfolk come and just the 
favored few who week after 
week obtain their weekly supply 
of butter and eggs, show up. 
The few who make their own 
butter have regular customers 
and can't supply many more. 
The egg market situation is much 
better though and poultry in 
season adds to both buyers and 
sellers. 
Just Another Memory? 

But, as 1 started out to ask, 
what about the market — will 
there be still provision made for 
it, or will it be just another 
memory to add to our long 
chain? Those of us who recall 
old days and old familiar faces 
have memories both sad and 
comical. Kor instance, in the 
old crowded days when you 
could scarcely squeeze in, butter 
was plentiful, and you'd see' dif- 
ferent buyers trotting around, 
pushing us small fry out of the 
way, reaching over with a but- 
ter-taster in their hand and 
scooping out n sample and tast- 
ing it — nodding if they liked it 
and offering their price. An- 
other would have a silver 25- 
cent piece, in lieu of that, they 
scooped a sample out with their 
thumbnail, to the disgust of the 
maker of that beautiful butter 
and of everyone who saw them! 
When in Rome do as the Ro- 
mans, I guess. 

Then there used to be some 
Dutch folk who came from 
Markhnm way, or Gormley — 
what wonderful sausage they 
sold and home-baking, and 
pickles, and so on. Dear me, I 
think I'd better end this rambl- 
ing article right here.

that may be a consumer in the 
true economic sense of the 
word, but he is not a true cof- 
fee consumer. It is the gallon- 
a-day type who is being hit and 
hit hard. We of the coffee 
drinking variety all know that 
the security of the home would 
be lost if the pot were not with- 
in easy reach, so to speak. The 
perculator is the symbol for 
North American happy home 
life except where it is supple- 
mented by the more recent 

dripolator or silex.

If things keep on going as 
they are. I foresee a repetition

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The Top Six Inches 



. In Ontario, from January I 
to February 25. 1950, there were 
254.061 hogs graded. Of this 
number 21,946 were sold 
through Toronto stockyards. 
The balance was marketed dir- 
ectly. Out of every 100 hogs 
slaughtered, only nine were of- 
fered on the open market. . 

Before the second world war, 
our pork products for export 
were largely handled by job- 
bers. When the packers had a 
surplus of pork, it was sold in 
a job lot. This way of export- 
ing meant that often our bacon 
arrived in bud condition. When 
we had contract marketing, our 
bacon arrived in better condi- 
tion. While the war was on, 
our bacon was handled by a 
Danish selling agency, working 
for the British government. 

Before the war Denmark had 
agents in Kngtnnd to sell its ba- 
con. As part of our marketing 
we must have agents in each 
country to study and supply 
what the people wish, We must 
have our bacon classed as per- 
ishable goods and transported in 
refrigeration, Our bacon is 
classed as cured and does not 

go by refrigeration. 

Who is going to market our 
export pork? By the past 
action of the government, it is 
out. That leaves the packer and 
the farmer. The packers be- 
fore the war used the export 
market only as a dumping out- 
let. If we fanners want an 
overseas market for our pork, it 
is up to us. 

We farmers own the pork to 

start with. All we need to do 
is hold control. There h no 
reason why wo should sell our 
stock outright.

Our next 
step is to hold control of our 
stock in the packing plants. 
We think a good approach to 
the plants would be the words 
u jii$t compensation".

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Last time we told in this 
series how Mary, a native of 

Stalingrad, lost her parents be- 
cause they "were too well edu- 
cated 1 ' and in Russia, "too well 
educated" and thinking citizens 
are not wanted. Alex lost his 
parents too. Their: crime was 
that they had too many cows, 
too many horses, too much land 
to be acceptable in the com- 
munist stati. 

Father was sent to Siberia, 
mother imprisoned, and Alex 
sent to a state orphanage. 

Alex was born in a town in the 
Ukraine about the size of New- 
market. He had just begun his 
schooling when his parents were 
seized. At the orphanage, he 
was allowed to continue his edu- 
cation and after finishing school, 
he went onto a farm where he 
worked until 1941 when he was 
called into the Russian army- 
He was on active service for 
six months, and before his last 

engagement, was given 52 
rounds of ammunition and told 
that 51 were to be used against 
the enemy and the final round 
upon himself. He was not, they 
told him, to be taken prisoner. 
Alex had other ideas and was 
among the living when his posi- 
tion was overrun by the German 
advance. Taken prisoner, Alex 
was sent to Austria where he 



was kept busy clearing away 

the ruins left by Allied bombing 

attacks. He was freed by the 
British and was employed by 
them as a civilian worker. While 
in camp, he read of the oppor- 
tunity to come to Canada on con- 
tract He was desperately op- 
posed to a return to Russia snd 
Canada seemed to offer him 
freedom. He chose Canada and 
arrived here in 1947 under con- 
tract to work in the bush. 

He fulfilled his contract and 
went to Toronto where he mar- 
ried an Ukrainian girl who was 
a naturalized Canadian. He is 
now employed in the Newmar- 
ket district in the building trade. 

Alex has never seen a country 
quite like Canada. Even now, 
after three vears of residence, he 
finds it difficult to realize that 
he is not under compulsion to 
live and work at the direction of 
the stale, or that he is not under 

constant police watch. Alex 
wants to work for what he gets 
and he does not expect the good 
things of life to come easily and 
without effort 

The effort he must make is 
nothing to Alex as long as he can 
make it in peace and dignity, 
and not as a slave of the state. 
Alex is now taking out his citi- 
Izenship papers.

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OTTAWA LETTER 

Jack Smith, M.P. 

North York 
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Parliament adjourned Wednesday for an Easter 
recess until Monday, April 17. Splendid progress has 
been made with the sessional program but there still 
is a substantial agenda of business which likely will 
engage the attention of the house until midsummer. 



There will he no "Ottawa Let- 
ter" for a couple of weeks but 
during the recess, I look forward 
to visiting throughout the riding 
and I hope constituents who wish 
to discuss any matter with me 
will feel free to get in touch with 
me at my office in Richmond Hill. 

The budget presented by Mr. 
Abbott, while not Sensational, has 
proved thought-provoking. Es- 
timating an expenditure of $24 
million, the minister held out 
little hope for smaller budgets, 
and warned that any increase in 
social security expenditure would 
mean higher taxation. Mr. Ab- 
bott pointed to the fact that 
Canada's debt charges (amount- 
ing to $423 million) are almost 
entirely a legacy of post wars. 
Adding these to the defence esti- 
mates and the cost of caring for 
veterans, he said: "All told then, 
we must provide something over 
a billion dollars a year because of 
past wars or the need for pre- 
venting future war." 

The budget has been labelled a 
"stand pat" budget and it Is just 
that as far as changes in our 
tax structure are concerned. In 
the absence of striking tax chang- 
es, the most interesting parts of 
Abbott's speech dealt with his 
forecast of business and employ- 
ment in Canada for 1950. He 
said; "my forecast and fiscal pro- 
gram arc based on the expecta- 
tion of sustained hfgh levels of 
production and employment . , ." 
In fact, Mr. Abbott estimated that 
the "gross national product" (the 
best index of total national In- 
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come) will be about one or two 
percent higher in 1950 than 1&49. 

One of the most heartening 
features of the budget was the 
finance minister's optimism for 
the coming year. He said: "The 
consensus of informed views 
about the outlook for 1950 is that 
employment output and price le- 
vels in both Canada and the 
United States will show no great 
change from 1949. The balance 
of probabilities for Canada indi- 
cates a moderate increase in the 
domestic and United States de- 
mand for our products, offset in 
part by a reduction in overseas 
demands, with prices tending 
slightly upward"* 

Royal Ruur 

More than 14,000 people saw 
Queen Mary's carpet during the 
two and a half days it was on 
display here last week. It was 
afterwards flown to Washington. 
The richly embroidered rug was 
greatly admired by these thous- 
ands of visitors. Every stitch of 
the beautiful carpet was the work 
of Queen Mary and was first 
stnrted in 1941. It took over 
4,000 hours of needlework by the 
82-year-old Queen Mother, four 
stitches a minute, in all over a 
million stitches. The finished 
rug has been donated by Queen 
Mary to aid Britain in her dollar 
shortage. The only stipulation is 
that it must hang in some public 
institution for recognized repute. 
Already a wealthy New Yorker 
has offered $500,000 for the 
royal rug.

The "picnic" ham is 
first cousin to the genuine ham 
for it comes from the forequarter 
of the animal, but is aired and 
prepared similarly to the ham. 

It weighs several pounds less 

and because of its size is ideal 

for the small family. With a 

good glaze and attractive gar- 
nish, the "picnic" ham is every 
bit as festive as genuine ham for 
the company meal. Cottage roll, 
which is the boned, rolled and 
cured shoulder, is sometimes a 
good buy. It slices to good ad- 
vantage as it has no bones to in- 
terfere with the carving. ■ I

Suggested Glazes for Ifam 

Maple syrup, honey, corn 
syrup or fruit juice. Pour over 
ham and baste several times dur- 
ing baking. 

A mixture of 1 tsp. dry mus- 
tard. T/4 tbsp. vinegar, 2 tbsp. 
sugar and 1 cup water or stock. 
Pour over ham and baste sev- 
eral times during the browning i 

period. 

A mixture of '.4 cup brown 
sugar, *& cup dry bread crumbs 
and 1 tsp. dry mustard spread 
over the fat surface. 

A mixture of '/4 cup brown or 
white sugar and 2 tbsp. flour 
rubbed into fat surface. 

A mixture of % cup white 
sugar and the grated rind of an 
orange spread over the fat sur- 
face. 

Honey spread over fat surface, 
then sprinkled with cinnamon. 

A mixture of % cup brown 
sugar, 2 tsp. dry mustard and 1 
cup water or stock. Pour over 
ham and baste several times 
during browning period. 

BAKED HAM SLICE 

1 slice uncooked, smoked ham, 

1-inch thick (about IK lbs.) 

2 tsp. dry mustard 
*4 cup brown sugar . 
2 tsp. vinegar 
If whole cloves 
1 cup milk or fruit juice 

Trim the rind off ham and 
place in shallow baking dish. 
Mix mustard, sugar and vinegar 
together and spread over ham; 
stick with cloves. Pour milk or 
fruit juice around meat. Bake, 
uncovered, in a moderately slow 
oven, 325 degrees, until tender, 
about 1 hour. Yield: six serv- 
ings.
